Large Apartment in 
Course of Erection 



Sixty-Suite House on Essex Ave- 
nue to Be Largest in 
Borough. 



THE COST IS £180,000.00 



Narberth \s largest apartment house 
is now in course of construction on 
the property at 300 Essex Avenue. 
Ground was broken recently for this 
building, which is being erected by 
the Narberth Hall Corporation. Its 
cost is estimated at $180,000 and it 
will contain sixty suites of various 
sizes. Transfer of the property was 
made by the real estate office of 
Robert J. Nash. 

The ground area is 125 feet front 
on both Essex and Dudley Avenues 
and 250 feet in depth, containing 
thirty-one thousand two hundred and 
fifty square feet, or nearly one acre. 
In accordance with the borough's zon- 
ing ordinance the building will only 
occupy 35 per cent, of the land, leav- 
ing 65 per cent, open area, and this 
open space will be attractively planted, 
thus preserving the suburban attrac- 
tiveness of the community. 

The building will be built entirely 
of -jrick, following the Colonial* "istyfc 
of residence, and will be equipped with 
every modern convenience and im- 
provement. Every effort will be 
made to avoid the stereotyped style 
of the usual apartment floor plan, and 
so-called efficiency type. Instead 
there will be large living rooms, 
model kitchens instead of kitchenettes 
and special construction to make each 
apartment soundproof, a feature sel- 
dom found in popular-priced apart- 
ments. 

It is expected that these apartments 
will be available for fall occupancy.

A committee of the School Board is 
investigating equipment for the school 
playground to be used in connection 
with summer recreation work. Two 
assistant teachers to work under the 
direction of the new director of recre- 
ation will also be hired. 

Dr. Leroy A. King, professor of 
education at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, was re-elected secretary of 
the Board last Friday evening and Dr. 
Walter Steckbeck was re-elected 
treasurer of the Board. Dr. Steckbeck 
is also connected with the U. of P. as 
a professor of Botany. Inasmuch as 
new members may be elected to the 
Board in September and since the 
school law calls for the election of the 
president and vice president during the 
first week in December, the Board de- 
cided to postpone the election of a 
president until that time.

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The Old Main Lime 

The folloiving historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, ivas xvritten by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion," it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890 $ s ivith many delightful digressions.

In which nv team of a bloody trans- 
action zvhich took place at the comer of 
Monttfomerv Pike and Meeting House 
Lane durinq the Revolution; and trace 
the original route of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad which ran through our hack 
yards. 

Suppose we return from our wan- 
derings to the Merion Meeting House. 
A bv-road passes the graveyard, and 
also* the modern wicked race track, 
Belmont Park. The same road by 
winding ways leads down toward the 
Schuylkill, running near the Merion 
Academv, quite a venerable seat of 
learning, though long degenerated 
from its first estate to an ordinary 
public school. The General Wayne 
Tavern, once occupied by General 
Wayne himself, and preserving much 
of its ancient character, stands, as we 
have seen, the nearest neighbor of the 
meeting house, opposite the entrance 
to Church Road leading to Haverford 
meeting. And just beyond that road 
is a fine old mansion, the property of 
the Thomas family. (Now the Mow- 
rer property.) Have you forgotten 
how long we sat in the garret win- 
dow of my old home? While there 
did vou notice among the relics piled 
high* upon the floor a human thigh 
bone? That bone once belonged to a 
British soldier who met his death upon 
this same Thomas property. 

The house during the Revolution 
was occupied by a rough, coarse fam- 
ily named Wiison. They, however, 
professed to be patriots, and showed 
their devotion in the most uproarious 
manner. While Washington was en- 
camped in the neighborhood two Brit- 
ish soldiers were taken prisoners and 
two of the Wilson boys were set as 
guards, immediately in front of their 
own home. Thus engaged, the mother 
of the Wilsons, a powerful virago, 
rushed out. and, with an oath, de- 
manded of her sons why they did not 
kill their prisoners. They said that 
they were obeying orders. Thereupon 
the woman seized the bayonets from 
her sons' hands and pierced both of 
the British soldiers through their 
hearts. The whole family were 
obliged to flee to escape Washington's 
indignation. The soldiers were buried 
out in the middle of the road. Time 
passed: people began to think this an 
improbable story, until when the 
Pennsylvania Railroad opened its first

relics. flic human thigh bone which 
you saw 'vas one <.-.f these. 

Just here, along the side of this 
widened and piked Indian trail, do you 
see that row of square blocks of stone, 
set in regular order about a yard 
apart? These are the remains of the 
first roadbed set by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in the days when stone 
blocks, instead of wooden ties, were 
used to support the tracks. If you 
trace the roadbed by these blocks you 
will find it very different in direction 
from the present route. Going west- 
ward we » see that it follows the Indian 
trail past the General Wayne, past the 
Merion Meeting House, past the en- 
trance to William Penn's Road and 
through Libertyville. This little vil- 
lage has long remained in its present 
state; ever since the railroad was 
moved half a mile south to the present 
Elm Station every inclination to 
growth has been checked. Perhaps 



this may help account for the fact that 
Lower Merion, salubrious and popu- 
lous as it has always been since 
known, was long characterized by 
a singular absence of villages — the dif- 
ficulty of ingress and egress. The few* 
settlements were so small as to scarce 
deserve the name. Merionville, Lib- 
ertyville, Athensville, Academy ville, 
West Manayunk, Merion Square and 
Humphrey stown were all that were 
worth mentioning; and only Athens- 
ville and Humphreystown have to any 
extent grown. We know them as 
Ardmore and Bryn Mawr. Looking 
back, they sec what we all see now, 
that, largely because their prayer that 
the railroad might keep away from 
them was not answered, they, today, 
are not Libertyvilles. But why is 
Libertyville so called? Because in the 
midst of its indifferent neighbors this 
little village at one time raised a lib- 
erty pole. And why until recently was 
its cross-country rival, Merion Square, 
termed in derision the War Office? 
Because rough characters were per- 
mitted to live among peaceable citi- 
zens, constantly embroiling them in 
petty squabbles. 

The old railroad bed continues to 
follow the Indian trail, passing by a 
charmingly quaint stone cottage, 
nearly two hundred years old, in 
which William Peun at times resided, 
and kept some of his most valuable 
documents — at least so it is said; 
hence the designation Penn cottage. 
The name is scattered about profusely, 
it seems. A certain massive boulder 
upon the Haverford Road near Over- 
brook is called the Peun Rock from 
the alleged circumstance that friend 
William once gathered a congregation 
of Indians and stood upon the rock- 
while he preached to them. This rock. 
however, is several miles distant from 
the old railroad bed, which joins the 
present one at Ardmore a few yards 
east of the station. But a few yards 
west of the station later improvements 
have again changed the direction of 
the railroad bed so that at Ardmore is 
the only portion of the old bed still 
remaining part of the Main Line of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad in Lower 
Merion. And as we may see from the 
case of Libertyville, the fact of this 
little piece of railroad remaining un- 
changed has made and kept Ardmore 
what it is today — the most beautiful 
ot vi 1 Lues, the most delightful of 
homes to be found anywhere within a 

dms ijf ten miie? of Philadelphia.

Beware of Beetles in July; 
Here Now, Under Ground 

Just about six weeks more of gar- 
dening with satisfaction, and then the 
deluge. The Japanese beetle is on the 
way; in fact, the grubs are feeding on 
grass roots now and are rapidlv reach- 
ing the stage when they take wings 
and start to devour our gardens. 

A dozen beetles last summer will 
mean about a hundred dozen this sum- 
mer. 

What to do? What to do? Get 
ready to spray I The United States 
Department of Agriculture has worked 
out a spraying material that is an ef- 
fective repellant. Trees, shrubs and 
plants that are sprayed with this sub- 
stance are rendered Japanese beetle- 
proof; in fact, many of the beetles will 
be poisoned by eating sprayed leaves. 
The plants or trees will not be injured. 

The Japanese beetle must be fought 
vigorously by every property owner, 
not only to protect your own plant- 
ings, but to join in the movement to 
drive the bettle out of this section. 

Your share in the crusade will be 
to have your garden properly and thor- 
oughly sprayed— just once. The cost 
is very little; in fact, it will be found 
a very profitable investment, and you 
will be performing a real duty in good 
citizenship.

Prohibition. 

Too many people today have for- 
gotten the conditions before the war 
in pre-Prohibition America. It may 
be well to sit back and reminisce a 
little. 

Do you recollect the days when 
there was a saloon on nearly every 
downtown corner with swinging 
doors, clouded windows, and much 
polished brass; when these informal 
clubs emanated a pungent odor of 
malt, hops and spirits and occasion- 
ally disgorged a slightly unsteady cus- 
tomer? Can you remember the horror 
of the slums where food and clothing 
were given up in favor of drink? Do 
you remember the drunkenness of the 
streets and even in the country and 
the fear unescorted women had of 
walking through the streets at night? 
Do you remember the drunken driv- 
ers who would whip a team of horses 
into a run endangering all other driv- 
ers and pedestrians alike? 

Those were the superficial evils, but 
there were greater ones and the liquor 
interests were often accused with 
various conspiracies to increase the 
consumption of their products. To be 
sure there was a high license law and 
it was a severe infraction to sell alco- 
holic beverages to minors, but minors 
did get them. There were bootleggers 
and moonshiners in those days who 
manufactured and sold an inferior 
liquor at a price much below that of 
licensed purveyors. They operated 
from "blind pigs*' or "speakeasies" and 
were as great a public menace then as 
their successors are today. 

It seems that wherever there is 
drinking there is violation of the law 
and social unhappiness. The whole 
situation became intolerant in many 
sections and local option was exer- 
cised to dry them up long before we 
had any national attempt at prohibi- 
tion. Many of the Middle Western 
States adopted measures of their own 
and let those who wanted their fire- 
water to get it elsewhere. The Anti- 
Saloon League and the W. C. T. U. 
got out of simple propaganda and into 
a threatening attitude in politics so 
that all of us knew that the State dry 
movement might spread. 

It would seem then that the taste 
fro drinking was restricted to the ig- 
norant members of the laboring class 
who kept themselves well saturated 
with poisonous moonshine, and to the 
cultured and leisurely-living upper 
class who frowned on tipsiness and 
used alcohol in a manner similar to 
that in which it is used in continental 
Europe today. 

These latter people drank regularly 
but moderately. No sporting event 
was without its punch, but a flask was 
rarely seen except m the hunting field 
i or on some sort of all-day out-of-door 
j larlc. Drunkenness vns not toterat?^ 
I long and young men who could not 
j drink like gentlemen were placed on 
f social probation or entirely excluded 
from the circle of those whose sensi- 
bilities were offended by maudlin be- 
havior. Gentlemen and ladies drank 
light clarets or sauternes at formal 
diners, and after the ladies had left 
the table the gentlemen remained to 
smoke and have a bit of port. Whisky 
and soda was a frequent sociable drink 
between friends, but one or two was 
considered sufficient. People did not 
discuss drinking; they either drank or 
did not, and felt neither pride, shame, 
nor righteousness in their personal 
stands. It was not a mark of distinc- 
tion to abstain; it was simply taken 
for granted and admired as a sort of 
asceticism. 

It is obvious that prohibition was 
not made a national law to stop this 
class of people from drinking, for pov- 
erty, starvation, moral degeneracy and 
social unfitness did not follow in the 
wake of their mild use o.f spirituous 
beverages. There were, however, oc- 
cosional tragedies even in this group 
caused by the abuse of the privilege, 
and the feeling for moderation and 
temperance grew stronger and 
stronger with each succeeding genera- 
tion.

Dur- 
ing the year three recommendations 
were made to the School Board, 
which were adopted by them and are 
now being made a part of the school 
system.

Horse Chestnuts, Buckeyes, Lindens 

A 

Few of our common street trees 
have really showy flowers. The horse- 
chestnut (Aesculus hippocastanum) is 
an exception to this rule, since this 
tree, found here and there in Nar- 
berth, is now exhibiting its large clus- 
ters of flowers which are white, tinged 
with red. For fully a week the blooms 
have been in evidence, but will soon 
drop the numerous petals to the 
ground. Later a few fruits will de- 
velop from each flower group; by Sep- 
tember the seeds will be ripe. The 
leaves are very distinctive, each fully 
a foot in length and bearing seven 
radiating leaflets, known as a pal- 
mately-compound leaf. 

The horse-chestnut comes from the 
mountains of Greece. It was first in- 

j troduced into western Europe about 
1560 and brought to America by the 
early settlers. The common English 
name, horse-chestnut, is a translation 
from the Turkish language, At-Kas- 
tane, meaning horse-chestnut, since the 
fruit was used in Turkey as a drug 

for horses. 

By some the horse-chestnut is con- 
sidered the aristocrat among trees, 
with a lavish profusion and luxuriance 
about its manner of growth and at the 
same time perfect symmetry and pre- 
cision in the arrangement of its vari- 
ous parts. Others would object to 
the tree on account of the late unfold- 
ing of its leaves and in the fall to the 
early dropping of the leaves. The 
horse-chestnut is always "dropping 
something," First the large bud scales 
from the sticky buds are cast off; then 
the myriads of white petals; still later 
the dying leaflets and petioles litter 
the ground; finally the seeds drop and 
attract the small boy who likes to use 
them as toys. The tree is well adapted 
to city conditions and deserves to be 
placed among the desirable species. 

Close to the horse-chestnut are the 
buckeyes. Occasionally seen is the 
sweet buckeye (Aesculus octandra), a 
large tree with five leaflets to each 
leaf, instead of seven. The flowers 
are yellow. A fine specimen of this 
tree may be seen near Montgomery 
Avenue and Meeting House Lane. 
Others are found in the borough. 

The red buckeye (Aesculus carnea) 
has been displaying its gorgeous flow- 
ers of deep red for ten days. Fine 
trees, though small, may be seen in 
rows along Merion Avenue, Merion. 
There might be added to the above 
forms the linden, although not related 
botanically. The linden, or basswood, 
or lime-tree (Tilia americana) is an- 
other tree with fairly showy and fra- 
grant flowers, now coming into bloom. 
It is a large, round-headed tree, much 
admired for its large, dark green 
leaves which are heart-shaped, rather 
broad and fully four inches long. The 
base of the leaf is unequal. The flow- 
ers are borne in hanging clusters of 
six to twelve, supported on a modified 
leaf, called a bract. Later this bract 
serves as a float for the attached 
fruits. The fruits may hang through 
the winter. The linden is excellent 
for roadside and streetside planting 
where it has enough room for its large 
crown to expand. 

In many respects the European lin- 
den (Tilia vulgaris) is probably more 
desirable, with its smaller leaves, more 
compact habit. This tree likewise 
grows to great size, often 100 feet 
high. For superb specimens of this 
tree visit Swarthmore College campus 
or Haverford College campus.
